No Security In Votes 
It is p uzzling to wonder why so many p eo 
p ie think Europ ean security can be clinched 
by a p ositive vote in France’s National As­ 
sembly . Last sum me when the same Nationarl 
sembly . Last summer when the same National 
Assembly turned down the Europ ean De.'ense 
of the same ones — thoug ht a neg ative vfcte 
was of nc p articular imp ortance. 
It was p ointed out then that if EDC couldn’t 
be ratified some substitute security p lan would 
have to be devised. That hap p ened. If the sub­ 
stitute had been turned down, there would have 
been another substitute. 
Fickle as the French are, they are nod foolish. 
They do not intend to throw away their p lace 
in the Western Alliance. But it was inevitable 
that when their status was tied up in a p arlia­ 
mentary maneuver with their willing ness to 
rearm the Germans they would show indecision. 
Critics charg ing them with being unrealistic 
are being unrealistic themselves, because the 
most realistic thing to Frenchmen is what hap ­ 
p ened to them in World War I and World 
War IA. 
Forty y ears ag o, France was fig hting for its 
life ag ainst Kaiser Wilhelm’s war machine. 
Fourteen y ears ag o, it was the p risoner of 
Hitler’s war machine. To ask a Frenchman to 
believe £ is salvation lies in German rearma« 
ment is to ask him to forg et a French g enera­ 
tion’s first-hand ex p erience with German mili­ 
tarism. 
It will take more than a roll call in the 
National Assembly to resolve French misg iv­ 
ing s and imp lement a p lan for widening 
Europ e’s marg in of security ag ainst the threat 
of domination by the Soviet Union. It will take 
a g eneration of living tog ether and learning to 
have confidence that never ex isted before and 
doesn’t ex ist now. 


A check of usually reliable cap i­ 
tal authorities shows considerable 
doubt that the p lan to cut the na­ 
tion’s armed forces by 403,000 in 
the nex t y ear and a half can be 
carried throug h. 
Several factors were mentioned 
as p ossible obstacles to the p lan 
disclosed as welcome Christmas­ 
time news by Secretary Wilson. 
The administration’s “decision,” 
Wilson said, was to trim military 
p ersonnel from the p resent 3,218,- 
000 to 2,815,000 by June 30, 1956— 
a shrinkag e of 130,000 more than, 
p reviously scheduled. 
Most obvious of these factors is 
the p rosp ect of a new international 
crisis not now ex p ected. Events in 
Korea up set Our demobilization 
p rog ram in 1950; Indochina forced 
temp orary revision of military 
manp ower estimates in 1953. It 
could hap p en ag ain at those or 
other p oints of p otential dang er. 
The Communists cannot help but 
note that we are rely ing more and 
more on unclear weap ons to off­ 
set their sup erior manp ower, tfce 
authorities here reason. If they are 
only half as smart as we sup p ose, 
j 
from this- view, they will try to 
foment trouble for us in areas 
where sup erweap ons would be least 
effective. 
•• 
ANOTHER FACTOR that readily 
could g um up the p rop osed course 
to smaller armed forces is what 
Cong ress may —and may , not—do. 
Both White House and Pentag on 
g low with op timism—at top levels 
—about cong ressional p assag e erf 
the new reserve p rog ram that is 
intended to make p ossible t h i s 
cut, and further cuts, in the reg u­ 
lar services. 
But the rosy view is not shared 
in many lower eschelons. A n d 
there are p lenty of less confident 
officials in reserve, national g uard 
and veterans g roup s and the Con­ 
g ress as well. 
These are, in the main, officials 
who have backed earlier, althoug h 
more drastic forms of universal 
military training . For, however it 
is labeled, the new reserve p ro­ 
g ram is a modified version of 
UMT. And UMT is still a contro­ 
versial and p olitically hazardous 
affair in 1955 or any other y ear. 
Wilson and associates, in t h e 
view of these authorities, seem not 
y et fully aware of the hug e job of 
salesmanship that must be done. 
They are asking senators and rep ­ 
resentatives to vote for new laws 
comp elling y oung men to serve in 
th ereserves or national g ua r d. 
The 8 3rd Cong ress ducked an im­ 
p lied Pentag on invitation to do 


Could Alben Barkley Be Obscure 
The likelihood that Democrats in the U.S. 
Senate may p ut Alben W. Barkley first on their 
p reference list for p resident p ro tern of the 
up p er house must amuse the old p olitical war 
horse from Kentucky . 
He led the fig ht ag ainst the p rop osal in 1947 
to make the p resident p ro tern of the Senate 
second in line of succession to the p residency 
when there is no vice p resident. The sp eaker 
of the House of Rep resentatives is first in line, 
then the p resident p ro tern, then the secretary 
of state. 
The fig ht failed. One of the least known of­ 
ficials in the federal g overnment was g iven a 
hig h p lace in the line of succession to the hig h­ 
est office in the nation. And now, as the result 
of his comeback in Kentucky p olitics after being 
brushed aside by the Democratic convention in 
1952 as a p residential candidate or even a vice- 
p residential candidate, Barkley once more may 
be within a few heart beats of the p residency . 
The Constitution p rovides that the Senate 
shall choose a p resident “p ro temp ore,** one 
of the few officers so desig nated in funda­ 
mental law. Althoug h the office has p restig e, 
its p ower is whooly p otential. When the vice 
p residency is vacant, the p resident p ro tern 
becomes p residing officer of the Senate. But 
aside from that p ossibility and the remote p os­ 
sibility he mig ht be reached in the line of 
succession, the holder of the office usually re­ 
mains in an obscurity even darker than that 
which formerly surrounded vice p residents. 


Minimum Turnover 
Another detail of the 1954 cong ressional elec­ 
tions being brushed aside by p ersons try ing to 
p rove the Eisenhower administration failed to 
win a vote of confidence is this: 
Ex cep t for 1952, when the results of the con­ 
g ressional election were distorted by reap p or- 
ticnment of seats in the House, the 1954 elec­ 
tions showed the smallest turnover of Rep resent­ 
atives and Senators in a decade. There will be 
only 55 new faces in the House of Rep resenta­ 
tive, only 14 in the Senate. In 1948, there were 
118 new rep resentatives. The turnover in the 
Senate may be comp ared with an averag e of 
17 in the p receding five elections. 
Thus, instead of failing to win a vote of con­ 
fidence, the Eisenhower adminstration and the 
Rep ublican candidates for the House and Sen­ 
ate actually up set tradition by coming closer 
to holding the narrow majority they had won 
in 1952 than they were ex p ected to come. That 
amounted to a vote of confidence. 
It is a g ross distortion of the statistical evi­ 
dence to make it ap p ear they were rebuked. The 
contrary is closer to the truth — that the minor­ 
ity p arty , which had clung tenaciously to its 
cong ressional seats during the Eisenhower land­ 
slide in 1952—was unable to make the g ains it 
had ex p ected to make in 1954. 
If any body was rebuked, it was the Demo­ 
crats. It seems more sensible to conclude that 
rater* were in & mood to retain the same p arty 
balance that had ex isted throug hout the 8 3rd 
Cong ress; that they were voting for more of the 


something like this. The up coming 
8 4th Cong ress—with 1965 p resident­ 
ial elections on the horizon—could 
be reluctant, too. 


ONE VITAL p rop osed addition to 
p resent military training p rog rams 
is the p rovision for six , month’s ac­ 
tive duty for a limited number, 
to be followed by nine and one- 
half y ears of p art-time duty in re­ 
serve or g uard status. This would 
have the sug ar coating of being 
offered to 100,000 y oung men on a 
volunteer basis in the first y ear of 
the new p rog ram, but there would 
still remain leg al comp ulsions for 
the service in the reserve. 
This request for a six -month 
version of UMT rep resents a re­ 
versal of p ast Pentag on arg ument. 
All save freshmen members of Con­ 
g ress will be able to recall testi­ 
mony of military ex p erts w h o 
claimed that six months was too 
short a training p eriod to p rep are 
a recruit for the g rim business of 
war. That was, of course, when 
the ex p erts were admocating a 
two-y ear UMT. 
Cong ress and the p ublic can be 
ex p ected to demand a full ex p lana­ 
tion of the value of the half-y ear 
training . 
Indications now are that the new 
reserve p lan has no better than a 
50-50 chance of p assing in its p res­ 
ent form. Whatever the odds, p o­ 
litical observers are wondering 
about the timing of the decision 
to accelerate the cut in military 
manp ower.

DID WILSON toss away a crucial 
barg aining p oint by p roclaiming 
th ecut before g etting any real as­ 
surance that Cong ress would ap ­ 
p rove the new reserve p rog ram? 
Have Wilson and the administra­ 
tion forg otten that the big sales 
arg ument for the reserve p rop osal 
these p ast months have been that 
only such a p rog ram would make 
p ossible smaller armed forces? 
As it is, those who are lukewarm 
to any kind of UMT p lan have 
been g iven ammunition. Now they 
can arg ue that if the reg ular 
forces can be cut without a better, 
more costly reserve p rog ram in 
hand, then the reserve p rog ram is 
not really so essential after all. 
Wilson has mastered technical 
and ex ecutive asp ects of Dep art* 
ment of Defense leadership with 
ease. His memory for vital detail 
is amazing . It is almost as amaz­ 
ing as his continuing inabilty to 
realze the p olitical imp ortance of 
the nature and timing of his p ub­ 
lic words and actions. 


The Fliers' Lives Are Not All That' s at Stake 


Should Ike Purge GOP

In a p revious article I ex amined the p rop ortion of uncontested (lis­ 
some of the contentions of the p ro- 
Eisenhower 
but 
anti-Rep ublican 
•‘liberals” in the lig ht of the 1952 
vote for the House of Rep resenta­ 
tives. That g roup , small in number 
but very articulate and well rep ­ 
resented amon^the President’s ad­ 
visers, would by distorting elec­ 
tion returns p revail up on the Pres­ 
ident to turn his face resolutely 
away from the conservative mem­ 
bers of his p arty and embrace a 
comp romise with a form of “lib­ 
eralism” which, they say , would 
bring to ris sup p ort many “lib­ 
eral” Democrats. 
Those p eop le have assured us 
over and over that the Rep ublican 
p arty is a hop eless minority , as 
was “p roved” by the fact that tn 
the election of 1952 Rep ublican 
candidates for the House p olled 
239,271 fewer votes than their Dem­ 
ocratic op p onents. The fallacy of 
this is that in 1952 there were 93 
districts in which there was no 
contest, and that 82 of those dis­ 
tricts were Democratic. In the con­ 
ested districts 
the 
Rep ublican 
marg in of sup eriority was 3,282,- 
518. 


ANOTHER POINT those p eop le 
make is that Eisenhower was 
strong er than his p arty , since he 
received 56.4 p er cent of the vote 
outside the South, while Rep ubli­ 
can House candidates received 
only 54.8 p er cent. 
This is likely to be true of any 
p op ular President. It has been al­ 
most invariably true in the p ast. 
The Rep ublican p arty was indeed 
fortunate to have so p op ular a can­ 
didate. He help ed many “liberal” 
as well as conservative Rep ubli­ 
can candidates. 
The deduction should not be 
drawn from such assertions that 
Eisenhower can safely rep udiate 
any wing or faction of his p arty . 
For the Democratic p arty is just 
as anx ious to destroy him as any 
member of the Rep ublican p arty . 
Democrats are, as they should be, 
in business to elect Democrats. 
Within the week the Associated 
Press has released an analy sis of 
the House vote in 1954. It is not a 
comp lete tabulation, but it will suf­ 
fice for a few deductions. 
The vote for Democratic candi­ 
dates for the House over the na­ 
tion was 2,185,327 g reater than the 
vote for Rep ublican candidates. 
But the vote in eleven southern 
states for Democratic candidates 
was 3,006,063 while the vote for the 
Rep ublican candidates was only 
656,050. In the 35 remaining states 
the Rep ublican majority was 164,- 
6 86. 
rn§m 
THE FIGURES on the contested 
and uncontested seats are not 
av ailable, but It Is pro bable thai1 


tricts was substantially the same 
as 1952. 
The assump tion that the Demo­ 
cratic p arty is more than 2 mil­ 
lion voters in ex cess of the Re­ 
p ublican p arty is untenable be­ 
cause of the larg er number of un­ 
contested districts and also be­ 
cause there was ap p arently a very 
larg e Rep ublican stay - at - home 
vote. 
This must be true because sure­ 
ly there are more Rep ublicans in 
the South than the averag e of 6,200 
in the 106 districts in the eleven 
southern states. The averag e vote 
for both p arties in the southern 
states was only 34,550, while in the 
other states it was 117,680. 


THE PRESIDENT, who, it is as­ 
serted, could do very well without 
his p arty , made heroic efforts to 
g et out the Rep ublican vote. De­ 
sp ite all this, the Rep ublicans of 
1950 seemed to have more vitality 
than they had in 1954. 
There is little in this record to 
justify the assertion of the “lib­ 
erals” that Eisenhower can afford 
to rep udiate any members of his 
p arty . He can well take ‘ as his 
motto the old p olitical p rincip le 
that the iob of a leader is “to 
assimilate not eliminate.”

He 
was losing his g rip , p hy sically and 
p erhap s mentally . Certainly he was 
losing circulation and influence. 
He could therefore be disreg arded. 
“The only trouble with this mod­ 
ified form of quarantine was that 
it didn’t work. Peg ler lost some 
p ap ers, but he g ained others . .

When the manag ement of some 
of these motion p icture comp anies 
are asked why active anti-Com­ 
munists worked until they testified 
and ceased to work after they tes­ 
tified, the answer usually is that 
they want too much money , which 
is an alibi. 
For instance, Martin Berkeley , a 
writer, worked all the time and 
earned hig h p ay when he was an 
active Communist. Then he went 
♦o the FBI and the cong ressional 
committees to tell all, p roviding a 
long list of names of his colleag ues 
in the Communist movement. He 
has since been “quarantined,” and 
anly g ets work under unusual and 
ex traordintry circumstances. 


PERHAPS THE Fund for th e 
Rep ublic will use its 15 million 
dollars to discover who boy cotted 
Berkeley and how it was done. If 
they want to know why Charlie 
Chap lin’s last p icture g rossed so 
little as to be a financial flop , they 
can find that out, too. 
To be fair, they should study 
both cases and rep ort on both. It 
would p rovide an interesting study 
of the op erations of fthe Black List 
ag ainst Communists and ag ainst 
anti-Communists. 
It may have been a slip of the 
p en, this use of the word, quaran­ 
tine, but those w^io op p ose the 
p ressure for conformity in a free 
society , p ressure from one side or 
another, must be shocked by it. Is 


there wo long er to be free debate 
in this country ? 
The other day , I p icked up a clip ­ 
p ing from ‘The Miami Herald,” 
in which * the late Rabbi Step hen 
Wise’s daug hter, Judg e Justine 
Wise Polier, p aints former Sen. 
Burton K. Wheeler as an isolation­ 
ist and rfhti-Semite of the Coug h­ 
lin era. Those are toug h words 
about a man who was alway s re­ 
g arded as an outstanding liberal 
until he op p osed some of Franklin 
D. Rqp sevelt’s ideas and methods. 


UNDOUBTEDLY, Sen. Wheeler 
disap p ointed some of his radical 
and liberal friends because he did 
not conform to their p rog rams; he 
deviated and those who deviate 
must be p urg ed — or shall we use 
the more p olite word, quarantined? 
Sen. Wheeler was op p osed to our 
p articip ation in World War L 
wonder whether a quarter of 
century from now, most historians 
will not say that much that hap * 
p ened between 1939 afld 1945 was, 
from 
an American 
standp oint, 
trag ically 
unfortunate. 
At this 
time, the matter is still op en for 
research and discussion. 
To p aint Wheeler as an anti-Sdfri- 
ite because he did not believe that 
Western 
civilization 
would 
be 
saved by World War I is, in 1955, 
bey ond reason. And it was so in 
1954 when Mrs. Polier said it. 
The unfair use of op p robrious 
terms is a divisive factor in our 
society which oug ht to be discour­ 
ag ed by throwing the sp otlig ht of 
p ublicity up on it.

Many a child quietly starved and 
drowsed off in a torp or while g ab­ 
by females and cowed husbands 
stay ed ,on toward mealtime, while 
distraug ht mothers fidg eted help ­ 
lessly and stifled the urg e to rush, 
screaming , into the kitchen. 
The sound of a clop p ety -clop hoof- 
beat slowing to a klunkey -klunk 
could send a housewife into a wind 
mill fit of anx iety as she rushed 
to the window to see who mig ht 
be stop p ing , g athering up house 
hold debris on the way .

to the legs. Do the inside surfaces 
of the legs next, then the sides of 
the table and the outides of the 
legs. The top comes last. 
H the legs are round, brush 
around them first, and finish with 
lengthwise strokes. 
Before starting a cabinet or 
chest, remove all drawers, knobs 
and hardware. If possible, mount 
the cabinet on two sawhorses. Be­ 
gin application of the finishing ma­ 
terial on the cabinet panels, doing 
the panel, edges first. Then, cross- 
brush the panel and finish with 
light, vertical strokes. The reman­ 
ing surface can be fnished as a 
table. 
Paint the drawers separately, of 
course. Paint drawer sides about 
six inches back from the front, 
then do the edges and finish front 
panels last. Stack the drawers fac­ 
ing in alternate directions to dry. 


Do-It-Yourself 
Lighting Units 
Brighten Walls 


Concealed fluorescent tubes af­ 
ford a form of diffused lighting 
that’s growing mighty popular with 
homemakers. For accent lighting, 
additional room illumination and 
for close-up lighting of working 
areas, they're hard to beat. 
Since anything that strikes Maw’s 
fancy tends to have a direct ef­ 
fect on Paw (he may be called 
upon to “make me one of those” 
and his pride won’t let him say 
‘‘I can’t”), he’d best be prepared. 
Preparation is partly anticipa­ 
tion, so let’s consider the things 
that the ladies are most likely to 
want lighted. 
Draperies are one, because there 
is a popular trend to accent them 
with light. The kitchen sink and 
counter top area, the range, the 
headboard of a bed (for reading 
light) are others. 
In all of these cases the fluo­ 
rescent 
installations 
are 
quite 
similar. The fixture is mounted be­ 
hind a simple-tcnmake, boxl ik e 
shield hung on the wall. The shiéld 
directs the light downward. 
Fluorescent 
fixtures 
can 
b e 
bought with built-in shields, but 
this type is more expensive than 
the kind furnished without shields. 
Also, their design does not suit 
every preference. Assuming that 
you wish to build your own, save 
money, and get egactly the design 
you want, here’s how: 
First of all, select a fluorescent 
tubes of the length desired. They 
come in 15, 20, 25 and 40-watt sizes, 
which are 18, 24, 33 and 48 inches 
long, respectively. Then nail or 
screw a lx2-inch wooden strip to 
the wall for support of the shield 
and fixture. The strip should be 
slightly longer than the metal chan­ 
nel erf the fixture. 
Next remove the back of the 
channel from the unit and fasten 
it to the wooden strip with screws. 
Decide how deep you want the 
face board of the shield to be. Use 
of 1x6, 1x8, 1x10, or 1x12 shelving 


lumber is suggested. You might cut 
a design in the lower edge erf the 
face board, trim it with thin strips 
of molding, cover it with wallpap­ 
er to match the walls, or leave it 
plain. 
At any rate the face board must 
be cut to length first. Cut it 1% 
inches longer than the 1x2 strip 
previously fastened to the wall. Cut 
two six-inch-long side pieces from 
the same material and join them 
to the ends of the face board. 
The corners may be mitered at 
45 degrees or butt joined. 
Next screw angle irons to the in­ 
side of the side pieces. The bend 
in the angle irons should be even 
with the top of the shelding board, 
and the irons attached so they rest 
on top of the 1x2 strip when the 
shield is in position on the wall. 
The free leg of each angle iron 
then is screwed to the strip, the 
cord of the fixture is plugged into 
a wall outlet, and that’s it. 
In this type of installation the 
shield is open at top and bottom, so 
that light is directed upward as 
well as downward. If desirable, the 
top of the shield may be covered 
with a sheet of frosted glass, 
which serves as a shelf, or it may 
be closed off entirely with shelving 
lumber. 
Coat the inside of the shield with 
flat white pant.

“is convinced the proper time has 
arrived.’ 
The Kremlin’s “peaceful coexis­ 
tence” line, the committee said, is 
propaganda designed to gain time 
to divide and destroy free world 
alliances and pave the way for 
World War III. 
To counteract the Communist 
menace, the committee urged that 
the United States “immediately 
launch a positive, bipartisan, po­ 
litical offensive against the inter­ 
national 
Communist 
conspiracy 
and in behalf of the enslaved na­ 
tions.” 
The committee, a special nine- 
man House group created to study 
Communist aggression, based its 
report on 50 public hearings in the 
United States and abroad. Many 
of its 335 witnesses were eyewitr 
nesses and actual victims of Com­ 
munist crimes. The committee was 
headed by Rep. Kersten (R-Wis), 
who Was defeated in the November 
election. 
“The tíme was never more op­ 
portune for the free world to ini­ 
tiate a bold, positive political of­ 
fensive as the only course which 
gives reasonable hope for avoid­ 
ing all-out war,” the committee 
said. 
As part of this offensive, the
